Before I ventured upon Prattice, 1 made 
avery great Collection of the beft, and 
neateft Medicines I could pick up from 
Books, Bills, and Communications; and 
then compos’d a Manual out of all; not to. - 
tranfcribe Receipts out of, but to confult 
upon Occafion, and ufeas an Affiftant’ to 
my Memory and Invention. = | 
Accordingly, all along in the Courfe of 
my Bulinefs, I tied not up myfelf to the 
Precifenefs of fet Forms, nor fell into the 
idle Way of an Hackney-Bill PraGlice ; but 
evermore varied Prefcripts as Indications di- — 
rected ; and Palates allowed: For I tafted 
almoft every Thing I ordered; and then 
- took Notice how the Compofition was 


made up;carefully obferved its Operation ; 
and conftantly amended all I ditliked. 


_ By this means, my Medicines, and Forms 
perpetually altering and increafing, I found 
it expedient ever now and then to new-mo-. 
del, and copy them out again. And this

Now it fo chanced, that a certain young 
Gentleman, a Bachelor in Phyfick, having 
gotten one of thefe, carried it into Hod-

This unlucky Accident gave me great Un- — 
eafinefs; for I knew not into what Hands 
it might fall; and perhaps the Dutch might © 
. print it upon me, rough as it was, and un- - 
prepared for the Prefs. | air 

To prevent this, I went over it again 
with Care, and felected fuch a Body of plea- 
fant, fafe, effectual, regularly compos’d, and 
eafily procur’d Medicines, as I judged might 
' fuffice to anfwer moft Intentions of Cure. — 
To which I fubjoined Virtues, Reafon of 
Operation, Obfervations, Rules, Cautions, 
Manner of giving Dofes, Index, Sc. And 
fo having made it a thorow new Work; 
and hoping it might prove ufeful to young» 
Practitioners, was content to publifh it in 
Latin ; and as Editions fold off, fuccefflive- 
ly put out new ones; and never intended

- But fuch is the Unfairnefs of People, that 
four feveral Tranflations of it were abroad:

This Relation is true; and may be fuf- 
ficient to filence a Caviller,and {atisfy a rea- 
fonable Man, why I publifh’d my Pharma. — 
copeza at all; and why afterwards in Ezg- 
lifo. 1 was forced to it; and I defigned 
a publick Good. sg. Bot ae 
And I am willing to flatter myfelf, that 
‘I have not wholly failed of Succefs in m 
Defign. For my Latin Book hath had five 
Editions in Exgland, and'Two in Holland: 
And this being the Fourth of the Augiz/b, 
makes up Eleven Editions, And here, by the 
~. by, the Reader is to take notice, that hav- 
ing brought it up to the round Number 
of a Thoufand Prefcripts; I never intend to 
add any more of them, if it fhould chance 
_ to be printed again. Only if ufeful Schoia 

occur, perhaps I may infertr them; as | 
have now added all that were in the Latzz 
-of the laft Edition. 

But for a farther Apology; fuppofe I 
had not been forced (as really I was) to pub- 
lifh my Book: I have yet this to alledge, © 
‘That Iam not the only Perfon who hath 
been fo induftrious as to colle€t, and fo kind 
as to communicate Medicines. The firft 
Phyfic: Writings were nothing but Re- 
ceipts, ‘which, when experimented, they ufed 
tohang up in the Temples of Ai/culapius, 
for the common Benefit. Our Greek and 
Latim Authors have left us-theirs; parti-

eularly Scrzbonius Largus publifh’d a whole — 
Treatife in Latin, as Myrepfus did fince 
in Greek, of nothing ‘but Compofitions. 

The Arabians have filled their ‘Volumes 
with them. And our Moderns, and Mo- 
derneft of all have done the fame, as Wills, — 
Sydenham, Syluius, Ettmuller, and many — 
others, befides feyeral yet living. aH 

And now, if (in order toaffift not Quacks, _ 
but young Phyficians) I have been at the 
Pains, to gather, methodize, illuftrate, and 
publifh fo large a Body of Prefcripts; and 
made one Part of the Ars longa fomething 
fhorter for them; (or given Hints to others 
to do it better; for feveral have publifhed 
Pharmacopeias fince, in imitation of mine) 
or even endeavoured at it; I fhall take 
leave to think, I merit Excufe at leaft, if — 
not Thanks. At the fame time, the Igno- 
rant, the Idle, and the Envious, who do 
nothing for. the Publick themfelves, and hate, |

OU may perhaps object againft this Tranf~ 
lation, that it’s full of hard Words, and 
i a fort of Latin Englifh, £ confefs it is 

ut fo, and that partly upon dire Defign, to 

sai keep up the Diguity of Phyfic, fet it a- 

Ul dove the Reach of the Vulgar, and fecure 

it to thofe it belongs to; and partly upox 
mere Neceffiity: - For Philofophy and Phyfic are not fo na- 
tuvalized yet among us, as to {peak plain Englith 5 and 
therefore we muft allow them to keep up their native Greek 
and Latin Terms of Art, and many times Expreffions 
alfo: Otherwife we fhould be Heicalesiy Singular, and 

“befs underftood. : : 

And thofe that are fo Ignorant and Ordinary, that they 
cannot apprehend what I write, fhould be fo diffideut alfo, 
as not to read it. For whatever they may think, it 1s alfu- 
redly one of the highe/t and moft criminal Prefumptions tz 
the World, to thruft themfelves into Phyfic, a Calling fo 
honourable, fo difficult, and fo extremely dangerous. Which 
three Confiderations I propofe to enlarge upon, as hoping to 
convince them they ought not to attempt it, and perfuade 
them to fettle in fuch Bufinefs and Stations as their Parts 
and Breeding hath fitted them for, aud Providence hath 
commanded them to labour ime = = 
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th Hippocrates prowounceth Phyfic to be the nobleft e all ; 


Avis whatfoever. In ancient Times it was of fuch vene- 
rable Efteem, that the Inventors and Improvers of it were 
accounted Gods, and frequenily filed Sons of God, and — 
Hands of God. °Twas the common Belief of the Hea- 
sheus, that it came by Infpiration,; and the Chriftians 
held the fame. Thus St. Auftin (de Civ. Dei) faith, 
Corporis Medicina (fi altius rerum origines repetas) non 
invenitur unde ad homines manare potuerit, nifi 4 Deo. 
It cannot be conceived whence Phyfic fhould come to 
Man, but from God himfelf. Pb astenhs 
Its certain Matter of Fadt, that’ twas encouraged, ftu- 
died, yea and practifed by Kings, Princes, Philofophers, 
Poutiffs, the higheft, wifeft, and beft of Men; whereof 
fome.were honoured with divine Worfhip after Death, and 
others with Statues at the Public Charge.. : 
fElian (de Animalib. Lib. 2. C. 18.) zells as, Heroes 
only, and the Sous of Gods, formerly. underftood Medi- - 
cine, and prachifed. Aud we have authentic Accounts, 
that twas delivered from Father to Sou iz the Afclepiad 
Family, exclufive of others, for 1200 Years, and upwards. 
Homer acguaints us in what great Efteem Machaon ° 
and Podalyrius were iz the Grecian Army. Virgil soins 
lapis the. Phyfician to his Jineas: And Silius Italicus 
imitating him, adds Synaius Lkewife to Hannibal. 
_ Archagathus was che firft Alien that ever had the Hoe- 


_ nour of betug made free of Rome. Julius Cafar made _ . 


all the Phyficiaus, that would come and live there, Deni-~ 
zous. When Auguttus banifhed the other Greeks from 
the City, he excepted the Phyficians. 

Philippus was the Darling of Alexander; Timocleas | 
avd Nicias of Pyrrhus; Diofcorides of Antony azd 
Cleopatra; Mufaof Auguftus ; Galen of the Antonines ; 
Oribafius of Julian. . And of late Petre de la Valle re- 
ports, That the Great Mogul called bis Phyfician Mactob 
--Chan, The Lord of my Health. 

What magnificent, and even Prodigal Rewards were 
heaped upon them in old Times, you may read, amd won- 
der at, ia Pliny’s Nat. Hift. Lib. 29. C. 4. | 

When Melampus was to cure Pretus (King of the Ar- 
gives) his Daughters, he agreed with bim, that he foould 
give hima one Third of his Kingdom ; another Third to his 

) ) ; Erether 
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Brother Bias ; and to each of them one of the Princeffes 
to Wife. -. | 

. The Athenians honoured Hippocrates with an Initia- 
ton into the Grand Myfteries, as they bad Hercules 
before; gave hima Crown worth a Thoufand Pieces of 
Gold, the Freedom of Athens, and a Maintenance all bis 
Life at the Public Expence. . , 
Phalaris gave Polycletus four Phsals of pure Gold, two 
Craters of Silver of the Workmanflip of the Ancients, ter 
pair of Thericlian Cups, twenty Virgins, fifty thoufand 
Attic Crowns. Moreover he fettled upou him the fame 
Salary an Admiral of the Navy and Captain of the Guards 
nfed to receive : And, after all, complimented him, faying, 
He was not able to pay what the Obligation of curing ~ 
him deferved. Agreeable to which, Seneca (de Benefic. 


Lib. 6. C. 15.) faith, Quaedam pluris efle quam emun- 


tur : Emis 4 medico rem ineftimabilem, .vitam. ac va- 
letudinem bonam. Some Things are bought for lefs than 
they are worth: You buy of a Phyfician that which can-~ 
not be equal’d by any Price, namely, Life and Health. 
But nearer our own Age. Cornelius Agrippa (de Va- 
nit. Scient. Cap. 83.) records, That Peter Aponius, who 
_profeffed at Bononia, would not ftir a Foot out of the City 
to any one under fifty Crowns a Day: And when he was 
called to Pope-Honorius, be made his Bargain for four 
hundred Growns a Day. ach 

Thadeus, a Florentine Phyfician, had likewtfe the fame — 
Sum of fifty Crows a Day ; and being fent for to Rome, 
and having ftaid there fome little Time, returned home 
with ten thoufand Crowns in his Pocket. 

Phil. de Comines (Memoirs, Lib. 6. C. 7.) relateth, 
That Lewis XI. of France gave his Phyfictan, James 
Cottiere, tex thoufand Crowns a Month im ready Moency, 
befides the Fat Bifhoprick of Amiens (containing 498 Pa- 
_ rifhes) for bis Nephew; and other Offices of Profit for him- 
Self and bis Frieuds. All which Serres (Hift. of France 
P- 449.) covfirms; and farther adds, that be moreover be- 
(towed on him Places and Lands whatfoever he would pleafé 
to ask. | ; Ly ) | 

Lewis Duretus, who came to Paris a poor Man, grew 
into fuch Favour with Henry Ul. of France, that whex his 
Daughter was married, the King led ber by the Right Hand, 
, ; 7 ae 
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and ber Father by the Left, to Church: And the King 
made her a Prefent of Plate of above forty thoufand Florins 
Value’; and be would never eat, but Duaretus muft be by. 

Philip II. of Spain gave Vallefius (befides az exceffive 
annual Salary) fix thoufand Crowns at once. i 

Thus were they eftcem’d, carefi’d, rewarded, But to 
makeP hyfic All-Glorious, and truly Sacred, the Lord of all, 
Fefus Chrift himfelf, employed a great Part of his miracu- 
lous Life, not in the Affairs of Government, which he a- 
voided, John vi.15. wor in Matters of Law, which he 
abfolutely refufed touchivg upon, Luke xii. 14. bat iz 
going about and doing Good, by curing Bodily Maladies : 
And he fent forth his Difciples to heal all manuer of Sick- 
nels, ana all manner of Difeafes. : | 
Which Example and Commiffion fet it up (ia my Opi= 
ion) infinitely above all other Arts, Sciences, Faculttess 
Callings, and Bufine{s whatfoever, Theology only excepted. 
And yet now-a-days the Profeffion of Phyfic (though 
brought to a greater Perfection thaw ever before) its Dig- 
uity and Degrees are fo defpicably fallen, that the loweft 
of the People,’who are not of the Sous of Abf{culapius; 
pretend toit. Aud fuch a mere Mob, and bag Part of 
Women, as well as Men, ufurp the Title, that an Univer- 
fity-Graduate is afhamed almoft to be called Doctor, fince 
be muft fhare it together with the Barber, Farrier, Moun- 
tebank, and wife Woman, 
But fecondly, befides the Dignity and Houour of Phyfie; 
‘at's undoubtedly ‘one of the moft difficult Arts to attain, 
that ever human Wit attempted. i 
* It requires us to underftand the learned Languages, Na- 
zural Philofophy, all the Parts of the Body, and the Avi- 
mal OEconomy: The Nature, Caufes, Times, Tendencies, 
Symptoms, Diagueftics, and Proguoftics of Difeafes; the 
Ludications of Cure, and Contra-Indications ; the Rales and 
Errors of Living as to the fix Nox-naturals. We muft 
have the Skill to judge to whom, for what, when, bousi 
much, how often, to prefcribe Bleeding, Vomiting, Purging, 
Sweating, and other Evacuations: As alfo Opiates, Chaly- 
beates, Cortex, and the numberlefs other Alteratives. 

We muft be very well acquainted with the Virtues,Faalts, 
Preparations, Cormpofitions, and Dofes of Vegetables, Ani~ 
tals, Minerals, and all the Shop Medicines. Aud laftly, to 
a Com= 
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gomplete all, muft be able, upon everp emergent Occafion, te 
write @ Bill for a Patient, readily, pertineutly, and in 
Form according to Art. \ | | burt 
_ Now to accomplifh all this, a Man had need be rightly 
born, and fet out by Nature with a peculiar Genius, and 
particular Fitnefs, and with a firong prevailing Inclinae 
tion to this Study and Practice above all others. | 
He muft be endow'd with Diligence, Sagacity, Gravity, 
Integrity; and fuch a convenient Brisknefs and Courage, 
as will bear him up, and carry him thro’ Difficulties, with~ 
out prefumpinuous Rafhuefs, or barbarous Hard-heartedne/s. 
And then, it’s neceffary that he be a Mau of a compe- 
tent Eftate, to anfwer the great Expence of Education and 
_ Expectation: For he muft be brought up directly in it, 
“from the Beginning of his Studies in the Univerfity 5 mut 
lay out all his Time and Talents upon Reading, Advifing, - 
Obferving, Experimenting, Reafouing, Remembring with 
an unwearied Labour of Body and Application of Mind; 
wmuft run thro Courfes of Anatomy, Botany, Chymifiry, 
and Galenic Pharmacy. And when he hath done all this, - 
cannot handfomely complete bimfelf, except he fee good Va- 
riety of others Practice, which (by the by) 2’s probable 
be will have more Time for, thaw he could wifo, before 
be can get any of bis own. or , Prat 
Now each of thefe fingly will require a great deal of 
Pains, Expence, and Time, to be attained: And yet all 
- thefe, and much more than cau be in foort fummed up, ought 
* to be done, and in fome Meafure accomplifhed, before a Man 
cam be rightly and duly qualify'd, even to begin Praétice. 
And as to Matters of Fad, few (very few, God knows) 
there have been, or wow are, who, tho’ they {pared not for 
Education or Diligence, could ever work themfelves up te 
a tolerable Sufficiency. Nay, Hippocrates himfelf, that great 
Genius, is not afoamed to confefs, in an Epiftle to Democri- 
tus, That tho’ he was now got to old Age, and to the End of 
Life, yet he was not got to the.

that weither this, no, wor any other the beft Collection of

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ean alone make a complete Phyfician, any more than good 
Colours and Pencils alone can make a fine Painter. 
And yet every illiterate Fellow, and paltry Goffiip, that 
can make a Shift to patch up a parcel of pitiful Receipts, - 
have the Impudence and Villainy to venture at it: Andin — 
hopes of a Pig, Goofe, or Basket of Chickens, fhall boldly 
ftake their Skilt-(forfooth) againft Meus Lives, and lofe — 
them: And at the fame time fcandalize, and keep out 
true Phyfictans that might probably fave them. ee 
_ And this leads me to the third Confideration : The great 
Danger and Damage occafioned by the raf Tampering of 
fuch as are not educated rightly, and qualified for tt. . 
You that enter not by the Door 280 the Profeffion, but 
climb up fome other Way, ought to take it into your mofé , 
ferions Thought, that Miftakes and Myimanagements i# 
fo difficult a Bufinefs may eafily happen.

 Suppofe one fhould lofe his Limbs, or Health, and live un 
happily in Pain, fick, or bed-rid, all his Days, thro’ your 
auaproper Applications, or ignorant Omiffious ; would it uot 
turz your very Bowels within you, and make you wifb a 
thoufand times you had never been that unadvifed Bafy- 
body to act thus foolifoly and unfortunately? — te 
But put the Cafe, agaiz, you beheld a dead Man (which

It’s manifeft enough, . that - 
the whole of Hyfteric AffeCtions is to be ac- 
counted for from the Animal Spirits being 
not rightly dilpofed, and not from, corrupted 
Semen, or men{truous Blood, fending up ma- 
lignant Vapours into the Parts affected, nor 
from (I know not what) perverfe Depravati- 
on or Congeftion of Humours. And if the 
Fomes \ay in Matter, then Vomiting, Purg- 
ing, Bleeding, Fafting, and the like, wonld | 
prevent Hyfteric Affects; whereas we fee (on 
the contrary) they conftantly excite them.» 

De Morb. Acut. p. 228. Bleeding and re- 
peated Purging, which are moft-apparently 
indicated in the Beginning of the Bilious 
Colic, have no place here, except in Cafe of 
a very great Fulnefs of Blood and Humours, 
—which fometimes (tho’ feldom) I have found 
in Women of a mighty fanguine Tempera- 
ment, and Viragoes: For Experience teaches, 
that the Pain, and all the other Symptoms, 
will be exafperated by the Tumult which 
Evacuations caufe. And I have more than 
once obferv’d, that the Repetition, even of 
the moft mild Glyfters, have brought on a

_. And if we do but confider the Circumftan- 
ces to which this Difeafe is moftly owing, 
fuch as too great Lofs of Blood, violent Pai- 
fions of the Mind, hard Labours of the Bo- 
dy, andthe like; all which forbid fuch Things 
as may raife up a greater Perturbation of the - 
Ba poh 9 | Spirits, 
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Spirits, and inftead call for Anodynes: I fay, 

if we confider this, then Reafon joins with: 
Experience, and tells us, this Difeafe is pro- 
duc’d rather by the Ataxy and inordinate 
Motion of the Spirits, than by any Fault of 
the Humours. And I doubt not in the leaft, 
but that this Difeafe (which tho’ it bring bit- — 
ter Pains, yet of itfelf no Hazard of Life) — 
often becomes mortal, by Mifcarriages of — 
-_Epift. to Dr. Cole, p. 167.] L affirm, That 
eften repeated Evacuations (which are cer- 
tainly much indicated in the Bilious) do in 
the Hyfteric Colic not only not reftrain the — 
Pains and- Vomiting, but irritate them far- 
ther (by promoting the Perturbation of the — 
Spirits, which Perturbation is the true Caufe 
of thefe Symptoms) whence at length the 
Malady turns to Convulfions, and then 
quickly off goes the Sick, | 

- Thus that great Man abfolutely forbids 
repeated Blecding, Purges and Glyfters; 
{peaks home to the Purpofe, and pofitively, 
in the Cafe; urges Reafon and Experience 
both: And his Opinion hath ftood in his — 
Works above 30 Years, and they have been 
printed in feveral Countries, as in England 
twice or thrice, in Strasburg, Geneva, Leip- — 
fick, Amfterdam. And I remember not any — 
‘defign’d Oppofition to it in any Book in ail 
this Time; only a little fpiteful Libeller has 
of late (to defend an ill Caufe) fhew’d his

Teeth, and bark’d at it, 
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And now, becaufe this great DiftinG&tion of 
Bilious and Hyfteric Colic, and their refpec- 
tive Cure, is fo immediately Pratical, and 
of fuch Concern in Pra€tice; it were to be 
-wifh’d, that fome Perfon, or Society, of fuf- 
ficient Ability and Integrity, would be fo 
publick-fpirited, as to give us their Experi- — 
ence, Reafon, and laft Thoughts concerning ° 
it; tothe end, that if it bean univerfally 
‘true Doftrine, they may eftablifh it as fuch; 
or if it want diftinguifhing, they may clear 
it, and fet us right. And this would be bet- 
ter Work, than running into Parties and _ 
Factions, and abufing and vilifying one ano- 
ther ; and’ by that means (accidentally at’ 
leaft) ruining the Repute of (next to Divi- 
nity) the moft Ufeful and Honourable Pro- ° 
feffion in the World. | 
We had a moft lamentable Inftance lately 
of a Symptomatic, Hyfteric Colic; which, 
becaufe it might occafion more Caution for . 
the future, and has been falfly reprefented, 
merits a true Relation; but for the fake of 
fome, who were trick’d in to concern them- 
felves, and draw a Veil over it. However, 
fince an unknown Glyfter was given, and a 
great deal depends upon it, perhaps I may

I have often experimented this Glyfter,
